An HistQnc Conference 

The Imperial Conference, which recently concluded its deliberations in 
London, marked tlio passing of another milestone in the history of the British 
Empire. Itr the importance of ,the conclusions unanimously arrived at the 
Conference is rightly regarded as a most momentous event In Empire relation¬ 
ships and in the development of constitutional self-government for the Over¬ 
seas Dominions, and second only to that other historic occasion when ihe 
Dominions were admitted to the League of Nations on terms of equality with 
Great Britain and all foreign nations.. 

The Conference decisions, in some respects, even over-shadow in impor¬ 
tance the entry of the Dominions into the League of Nations. The decisions 
reached are necessary to give full effect to the position of the Dominions as | 
members of he League. 

In some quarters there is a tendency to unduly magnify the meaning 
and effect of the Conference decisions and to create the impression that it is 
a very pronounced step in the direction of complete independence of the 
Dominions and the breaking up of tlio Empire. In other quarters, the tendency 
fs to belittle and minimize the work of the Conference as having, in effect, 
changed nothing. The true situation is to be found between these two 
extremes. 

In numerous instances the Conference has merely given official recognition 
to policies and methods of procedure which have been followed in recent years 
as the self-governing powers of the Dominions have been developed from 
time to time, and as former methods have become obsolete.

.ord Balfogr, who presided over the 
committee which drafted, the Imperial 
conference declaration on inter-lmper- 
ial relations, stated in a speech deliv¬ 
ered recently in Londojr that he had 
heard it said that this declaration con¬ 
tained nothing new. It was true that 
nothing new liad been introduced into 
the constitution of the empire, but 
there was a new statement of the moral 
basis on which the constitutional fab¬ 
ric rested. The new thing was not 
that there was no control of the 
dominions by the Mother Couutry. The 
truth was that the self-governing 
portions of the empire now regarded 
themselves as elements in a great 
unity which did not depend upon con¬ 
trol, but did depend on common idoals 
and common beliefs.
